Only White People on island in the 
Bering Sea, Where Steamer Comes 
but Once a Year—Employed by the 
Government to Care for the Es- 
kimo Indiana. 


SANTA BARBARA, Sept. &.—After 
being isolated for five years in a drear 
region of perpetual ice, treeless and 
Gesolate, Dr. and Mrs. E. O. Camp- 
bell of Goleta have returned to the 
home of Dr. Campbell's father, D. W. 
Campbell, at Cathedral Oaks in this 
county. 

Dr. Campbell is in the employ of thé 
Bureau of Education of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and during the 
period named he and Mrs. Campbell 
Ured on the bieak island of St. Law- 
rence in the Bering Sea, 200 miles 
north of Nome and forty miles from 
the Siberian coast. They will return to 
their post next July. 

Dr. and Mrs. Campbell were the only 
white residents on the island, the rest 
of the population consisting of 279 Es- 
kimos. The Campbells were in — 
of the island affairs, looking after 
welfare of the Indians as medical mis- 
sionaries, educating the children, and 
—— for invalid adults. They re- 
ceived but one mail a year, that being 
brought by the revenue cutter carry- 

un- 


ing stores. 

“From the th of August, 1905, 
tll the th of July iast.” said Dr.

A Million-and-a-Half-Dollar 
Department Plan. 


North Sidé of Fifth, from 
Spring to Main. 


Structure to Be Complete 
and Immense, 


At a cost of $1,500,000, an immens 
Jepartment storeis tobe built In the 
near future by the Central Bullding 
Company. The site selected is the entire 
north side of Fifth street from Spring 
to Main, and having a frontage of 
nearly half a block on both the two 
north-and-south thoroughfares.

[Portland Oregonian:] Portland has 
long been supplying Siberia with the 
best apples that country ever saw and 
now has commenced to ship watermel- 
ons, grapes and pears over there. The 
W. B. Glafke Company has just for- 
warded two as- 
sorted fruit

steamship Dakota. The lot 
trans-shipped at Nagasaki or Kobe for 
Viadivostok. D. Yogdgogiou of ‘Viadi- 
vostok, has superintended the packing 
of the shipment.

GULF OF MEXICO. 


Ite Center Proved to Be More Than 
Two Thoudand Fathoms 
Deep. ‘ 

An elaborate report has just been 
received at the Navy Department from 
Lieut. Soley, U.S. N., on the Gulf 
Stream. Lieut. Soley has charge of : 


the hydrographic office at New Or- 
leans, and he shows conclusively in 
his report that the Gulf Stream has an 
existence in the Gulf oft Mexico, a

bu 

According to Lieut. Soley, the stream 
flows into the Gulf by the Yucatan 
Channel, where the „Ster ls very deep, 


out through the Straits of Florida, 
where the depth is less. The center of 
the guif is a deep hole of large area, 
more than 2000 fathoms deep, and the 
water here is very cold. main cur- 
rent of the gulf is a distinct part of 
the Gulf Stream. It comes from tho 
equatorial current flowing westward 
through the Caribbean Sea, which is 
warm, with a temperature of 80 de- 
grees, until it flows into the cooler 
waters of the gulf by the Yucatau 
Channel. The stream follows the gen- 
eral line of the coast until it passes 
out by Florida. There are some coun- 
ter currents in the gulf. A notable 
fact is that the currents of all the 
rivers emptying into the Gulf of Mex- 
ico turn to the right, to the west. at 
Mobile, and the delta of the Missies- 
ppl, and to the south along the Mexi- 
can coast.

CANNOT PREVAIL AND 
MUST NOT. 


Labor unions all over the world are 


engaged at the present time in seeking 


to establish and to maintain the 


“closed-shop principle.” The movement 
is causing no end of trouble in the in- 
dustrial world. Wage <éarners are 
squandering thousands upon  thous- 
ande of their hard-earned wages in 
an effort to build up and make perma- 
nent this labor monopoly, and blood- 
shed is a frequent concomitant of the 
effort. But the movement must inev- 
itably fail. 
the elements of its own decay and dis- 
solution. 


mentally and entirely wrong that it 
can never succeed In the United States, 


which is a nation dedicated to freedom 


of , treedom of the press, free- 
dom conscience, and freedom of ac- 
tion under the law, which governs all. 
Why is the closed op wrong?

The great charter of our liberties guar- 
antees to every citizen under the flag 
full protection in the enjoyment of his 
natural and constitutional rights. It 
also guarantees equality of opportunity 
to all citizens, so far as the laws and 
the Constitution can provide such 
guaranty, and provides that no cftizen 
shall be deprived of “life, liberty or 
property without due process of law.” 
The closed shop would destroy equality 


of opportunity, and would deprive 
many persons of life, liberty and prop- 
erty without due 


process of lav. 
It e, therefore, directly at variance 
with the Constitution, and this should 
be enough to condemn it in the eyes 


of every loyal citizen.

The spokes are not rigid, and by 
thelr espring-controlicd 
afford the resiliency. The felice carries 
& solid rubber tire, to insure proper 
traction. 

The wheel has ten spokes of drop- 
forged steel, with bread bearings on 
the hub ends. The hub consists of the 
ile housing with its bearings, very 
Mike the ordinary hub, with an outer 
and inner raised rim to afford seats 
r the ends of the spoke bearings.

OUR COUSINS. 


AUTOMOBILE DEVICES 
FROM ENGLAND. 


Front Brakirig Now Attracts the 
Attention of ‘Motorists There—Al- 
dene Grake and Steering Control 
Successful—Novel Touring Trunk 
the Latest. 


The lastest automobile wrinkles are 


coming out of England just now, and 
Bull cousins have 


tracting a good deal of attention. This 
is the front wheel brake, in which de- 
vice an attempt has been made to ap- 
ply brake power to the steering wheels 
of an automobile without impeding the 
steering. A man named Allen is the 
inventor, and tests have proven the 
practicability of the scheme. 

The object of the device is to obvi- 
ate skidding, relieve the transmission 
brake of overwork, and generally in- 
crease the braking effectiveness. Side- 
slip is said to be overcome by it quite 
remarkably, and a further advance on 
the idea is being prepared, by which 
rear wheel and front wheel brakes are 
linked together and applied by a com- 
pensating device, so that all four wheels 
are braked equally and at once by 
pressing a foot pedal. This is said to 
be remarkably efficient. 

In the Allen brake, the front wheel 
spindles have over them, attached to 
the top of the steering knuckle, a col- 
umn which turns with the wheel, thus 
keeping a constant distance from the 
brake drum. Through the columns 
works the cable to a compensating de- 
vice and thence to the al. 

The Allen brake has incorporated 
with it another device, the Allen steer- 
ing control. This consists of a metal 
rim below the steering wheel, some- 
what after the fashion of the Ram- 
bier’s control. When the brakes are 
applied and the car shows any symp- 
toms of side-slipping, due to too sud- 
den application or otherwise, the under 
rim is gripped up to the steering wheel 
proper, which locks the steering gear, 
and the front wheels cannot turn aside. 

Both these devices have been tried on 
a 1906 Cadillac and a heavy Durkopp 
auto bus, with good results in both 
cases. With the Cadillac a section of 
asphalt was greased, and when the car 
was running over it at twenty miles, 
the brakes were jammed on. he car 
stopped very quickly without skidding 


Another device that has come out of 
John Bull's little Island recently is a 
novel auto trunk. This is circular in 
form, and is arranged to fit inside the 
spare tires carried at the rear of the 
machine or on the side. It has a dust- 
proof cover, which has straps around 
the circumference to attach it to the 
tires without using the tire supports if

MARBLEHEAD (Mass.) Sept. 3— 
With the New York yacht Vim having 
two victories to her credit and the 
Boston boat Auk one, dt was today or 
never for the other four aspirants for 
the Roosevelt Cup. including the three 
German challengers.

SE STUB RODS 
FOR PUP TUNA. 


ONE BRILLIANT SCHEME OF THE 
“LIGHT” TACKLERS. 


Wiese Anglers Are Watching for 
What Will Happen Down San Pedro 
Way After the Suction Dredger Has 
Been Workins Awhile on the Bar 
Back of Croaker Point. 


The tuna and yellowtail have gone 
on strike—that 16 to say, they have re- 
fused to strike at the anglers’ offer- 
j ings outside San Pedro in the places 
where fishing ts generally good. 

Usually splendid in September, the 
trolling outside has all gone to the 
bad during the last week, and many 
are the theories advanced by the boat- 
men to account for it—heavy swells and 
the like predominating. 

Catalina’s light-tackle brotherhood 
had quite a seance with the pup tuna a 
few days ago, plenty of forty to sixty 
pounders being available. Some of the 
anglers— in justice to the rest of the 
light-tackle users, a very smal) minor- 
ity-——-have turned their attention to the 
subject of rods, now that the fat nine- 
thread line proposition is no longer 
tenable, and have evolved a way of set- 
ting the rod regulations at naught. The 
latest is to saw off a section of cane 
pole of the desired stiffness, lash «a 
reel, some agate guides and other light 
furniture on the same and dub it a 
“light-tackle rod.“ One young man 
whose sportemanship is as filled with 
holes as a forty-niner’s gold pan, 
boasts of catching ten tuna on such 
“light tackle” the other day, the big- 
gest weighing sixty odd pounds. That 
seems like an inexcusable butchery of 
good game fish, and if true, is more 
proof of physical endurance than ekill, 
for one or two of these tuna in a day 
are all that any man ought to be able 
to take, and quite enough spo when 
caught on legitimate light taékle. Of 
late the Catalina brethren have, as a 
whole, been coming to their milk in 
the light tackle matter. 
Fishing outside has been reported 
best west of Santa Monica and below 
Newport. In both places big catches 
have been made. From Point Fermin 
to Point Vincente, the fish are off feed, 
and the same conditions rule even far 
out into the channel. 

At Newport yellowtail have been 
taken from the wharf in considerabie 
number, some of them thirty-pounders. 
The rod and reel men have run across 
this game generally and with satisfac- 
tory results, aside from their troubles 
with the hand-liners, who are always 
in evidence when the big fellows are 
biting. 

Alongshore the surf fishing has been 
of fair average quality, and some fine 
specimens have been landed. C. V. 
Barton got a four and a half pounder 
at Balboa in the middie of the week. 
and then had te run for fils car—an 
unsatisfactory end to a day's fishing, 
for one always feels as if there was 
another big one there, had he only time 
to get him. 

Casting off the beach has not been 
as generally followed during the pres- 
ent season as usual, although some 
good fish have been taken in this man- 
ner. Notable among them are recent 
catches of perch south of Redondo. The 
farther south the angiers can go, the 
petter they are satisfied. Sport, as a 
rule, seems to be better about Newport 
and Balboa than anywhere else.

WANT STEAMSHIP LINES. 


One of the ways suggested by the 
Constantinopie merchants for accom- 
plishing this is the establishment of 
an American line of carriers from New 
York to the capital of Turkey. At the 
present time, when the shipping sub- 
May question is so actively discussed 
throughout the United States, this sug- 
gestive comment from a waiting patron 
carries ite own argument. 

Already the freight on $38,000,000 of 
Turkish products imported to the 
Wnited States annually awaits such an 
American line of steamships. And 
while the present east-bound cargoes 
do not reach any such total, the Sul- 
tan's subjects await the opportunity to 
make increased American purchases 
ander the improved conditions of 
quicker transportation and lower car- 
Trying costs which such a service would 

ve. 

The new Turkish law governing the 
analysis of imported alimentary prod- 
ucts and drugs, permits many Ameri- 
can products to compete more freely 
with European goods in the Turkish 
market. One of the chief of these 

ucts is flour. Constantinople and 
¢ immediately surrounding districts 
None require 16,000 sacks per day. The 


major portion of this supply is drawn 
from abroad. . 

Half a dozen years some con- 
Signments of flour shi here from 


the United States were brought, un- 
fortunately, in ships not provided with 
means to ventilate the rgoes, The 
gacks were piled upon each other, and 
under the biazing Mediterranean sun, 
as the vessels called at various ports, 
Upon arriva) 
here the gluten did not possess suffi- 
cient elasticity to pass the customs re- 
quirements, and a trade of excellent 
promise was abandoned. 
CHANCE FOR EXPORTERS. 

Under the new regulations no men- 
tion of the elasticity of the gluten in 
flour is made.

This example is typical of the gen- 
eral method of trade in Turkey. If the 
‘American manufacturer wishes to cap- 
ture the Turkish market he must con- 
form to the eastern way. 

So far, one American firm 
Seems to have grasped this fact. 

It will scarcely surprise Americans 
wiih memortes of half a generation to 
learn that the firm the Constantinople 
letter refers to is a maker of sewing 
machine’. The description of the sim- 
ple method pursued recalis the days 
when in the States the sewing machine 
man and the lightning-rod man followed 
upon each other's heels through 
town and country. 

The system of credit employed by 
Duropeans dealing with Turkey, more 
liberal than that generally practiced 
by American dealers, also tends to 
leave American products in the back- 

nad. Merchants here say that if 

ropean manufacturers can be Ub- 
ral with credits and still make profits, 

u is reasonable to presume that Amer- 
Wan manufacturers are in position to 
do as well. And it should be borne in 
the Turkish importer has 
frequentiy to sell to his customers on 
three to nine months’ credit. Puropean 
sellers are ready to allow for this. The 
first to do so were the French and the 
Germans, but the British have reluct- 
antly come to it. 

It is to be remembered, also, that 
under police regulations in Turkey an 
Ottoman subject may travel cnly upon 
payment of much baksheesh, and then 
under harassing restrictions as to the 
time which may be occupied in jour- 
neying or m stops at the towns.

It is coming to be ac- 
cepted as a fact that sand filtration 
dees not remove all disease germs 
from polluted water, and that sand 
filtration, therefore, While it reduces 
disease, is not a complete remedy. For 
the ozone system it is asserted that it 
destroys practically all pathogime 
bacteria. 

To make the test as convincing as 

ible, at Philadelphia the company 
fas undertaken to purify the water of 
the Schuylkill, at the point where ik 
is taken from the river below the dam 
—slaughter-houses and manure yards 
—and is little better than diluted 
sewage. It contains as high as 2,600,- 
% bacteria per cubic centimeter, 
Which is twenty drops; after a rough 
straining, to remove the coarser par- 
ticles of suspended matter, the water 
contains from 253,000 to 700,000 bacte- 
ria; after ozonization it contains from 
five to fifty-five, the average being 
twenty-five. The twenty-five bacteria 
which are left are of the harmless va- 
rieties, mainly the hay bacillus, which 
has no effect whatever on the human 
organism. The bacillus coli, always 
Yound n sewage, always the com- 
panion of the typhoid fever germ, a 
sure indication of organic pollution 
in water, and very abundant in raw 
Schuylkill water, is found to have 
been entirely destroyed by ozoniza- 
tion. The offensive odor of the water 
ix also destroyed. and its discoloration 
removed. In brief, the tests have 
demonstrated that the foulest water 
can be rendered absolutely free from 
disease-breeding germs, made bright 
and sparkling and free from color and 
odor, ald rendered as palatable as 
the finest spring water. 

The reason of this is extremely sim- 
ple. Chemical analysis of the bodies 
of bacteria show that they are made 
up of 84 per cent. of water, and about 
16 per cent. of solids. Of these solids, 
more than one-half is made up of 
carbon. The strong affinity of oxy- 
gen for carbon is well known. Ozone, 
being a concentrated form of oxygen, 
has an even greater affjnity for car- 
bon; and the moment a bacillus comes 
in contact with a bubble of ozonized 
alr the carbon of its body combines 
with oxygen, and the bacillus is con- 
sumed as completely as if it had 
touched a flame. Indeed, the process is 
analogous to that of combustion. Just 
ae though burnt up, nothing remains 
of the bodies of the bacteria but car- 
acid gas, which partially rises 
to the surface of the water and passes 
off into the alr, and e partially taken 
up by the water. This gives it its 
brightness and pleasant taste.

She is a fragile little woman of 2 
years, and in poor health Going to 
the house she claims that the woman 
who was usurping her place was lying 
drunk on the floor, but she was not 80 
incapable that she did not know 
what she was doing. She seized a re- 
volver belonging to Jack, and vowing 
that she would kill Mrs. Jack, the 
drove her and her children away from 
the house. 

When the humane officer called at 
the Jack residence yesterday he found 
Mrs. Jack and the babies living in 4 
shed on the premises, and with only 4 
heap of old rags for them sleep 
upon.

ROME, Sept. 8—Francie Xavier 
Werns, a German, today was elected 
general of the society by the congre- 
gation of the Company of Jesus, suc- 
ceeding the late Father Martin, who 
died last May. Following the election 
& messenger immediately was 
patched to the Vatican to inform the 
Pope of the choice, which, to become 
effective, requires the Papal sanc- 
tion. 

Although the strictest secrecy was 
observed, it is learned that two bal- 
lots were taken before the final choice 
was made. The announcement that a 
new general of the order had been 
chosen was communicated to the outer 
world by the ringing of a bell which 
was the signal that the meeting was 
at an end. 

POPE INFORMED. 
Formal announcement of the elec- 
tion then was made to the rector of 
the college, and Father Alfred Maar- 
tens, procurator-general of the Jesu- 
its, went to inform Pope Plus of the 
company’s choice. The Pontiff ex- 
pressed great satisfaction over the se- 
lection of Father Wernz. 
“He is just the man fitted for the 
position.” said the Pope, when he 
heard the message brought by Father 
Maartens.. He charged Father Maar- 
tens to take Gen. Wernz the Apos- 
tolic benediction and also an affection- 
ate letter of greeting, which he wrote 
to the new general. 

Father Wernz’s comment upon his 
election, according to a story which 
came forth from the council chamber, 


was: 

“God, I am not worthy, but Thy 
will and that of St. Ignatius be done. 
| MINOR ELECTIONS LATER. 

No time has been fixed for the elec- 
tion of assistants to the general and 
for other officials, including a secre- 
tary and monitor. 

Father Francis ..avier Werne was 
born at Rothwell, Wurtemberg, on 
December 2. 1842. At the age of 15 
years he entered the society of which, 
today, he was chosen head.

New Commercial and Manufactur- 
ing Concerns, and Plans for Erec- 
tion of Schools and Churches Mark 
Activities of the Past Week—Much 
Money Will Be invested. 


The Home Telephone Company has 
plans prepared for the erection of an 
office building on a lot at the corner 
of Center and Lemon streets, in Ana- 
heim.

A Maker of Monotypes. 

The young Los Angeles artist Lil- 
lian Drain has made so many of these 
little one-impression pictures, and we 
have seen them with restfyl pleasure 
here and there so often in recent ex- 
hibitions, that we have come to asso- 
ciate ber name with monotypes er- 
actly as the mention of other artists 
brings to mind posters, or pastels, or 
etchings. 

As a matter of fact, however, Miss 
Drain is working in many mediums, 
for she is endowed with healthily 
vivid imagination and a r share of 
intelligent curiosity, both of which 
impel her to explore the various ave- 
nues of artistic expression. In this 
way, by persistent search, she has 
found much that has interested her, 
and has clung to that which has 
seemed good to her. 

The monotype, indeed, may appear 
to many but a.mere by-path in art, 
not a broad avenue leading ‘to 
Olympus—but these, I am fain to de- 
clare, have not lifted their eyes to the 


his disposal. He is too intent upon 
his business for discontent—and his 
whole soul is absorbed in the making 
of a microcosm which shall mirror all 
there ia of beauty. 

The monotype, then, may be as per- 
fect a work of art as the frieze of the 
Parthenon, and may give an artistic 
pleasure as pure and fine as that 
evoked by the Last Judgment. This is 
not saying, of course, that the stupen- 
dous Last Judgment and a tiny mono- 
tyne picturing a country road will 
affect us in the same way. One does 
not read “Paradise Lost” and a lyric 
by Robert Herrick with exactly the 
same emotion. Yet some of Herrick’s 
verses are as beautiful, in their way, 
as Milton's epic. 

Monotypes have the lyric quality of 
art, not the epic. They sing a little 
song to us grave or gay, sad or 
sunny, according to the artist’s mood, 
in harmonies of line and color. The 
best monotypes have all the elusive 
charm of a faultiess collocation of 
words in a sonnet or a quatrain. We 
are compelled, by some haunting line, 
to return to them again and again, as 
we are compelled to open many times 
a volume by Herrick or Aldrich. 

A poet needs, to write a poem, only 
a bottle of ink, a pen, and a sheet of 
paper. The painter needs to make 
a monotype, only a pane of glass or a 
sheet of zinc, a tube of black paint, 
a humble clothes-wringer, and a 
sheet of paper. Yet such simple ele-

Were these words heeded many cases 
of sore throat, cold and influenza would 
be avoided ind many deaths would be 
put off. 80 many men with beards 
neglect when they wash their faces to 
wipe their beards dry. A beard a foot 
long demands a lot of toweling. It 
should be toweled after every wash a 
good five minutes. Otherwise it is 
damp. The owner goes about with this 
damp thing upon his delicate and sen- 
sitive throat. Then if he takes tonsi- 
litis or influenza he blames the Amer- 
ican climate. Theré are too many damp 
beards among us. Too many men, 
washing their faces three or four times 
a day, have their beards damp and 
clammy a good three hours dally.” 
Asbestos Becomes Porcelain. 

The maid and the china closet may 
prove a less formidable combination 
after asbestos porceiain becomes pop- 
ular. Asbestos porcelain is the name 
given by Garres to a substance origi- 
nated by him which in every particu- 
lar equals the properties of porcelain 
and in some particulars is credited 
with advantages. Asbestos fibers are 
thin, their diameter varying from 
000016 to 0.0002 millimeters, 80 
that an exceedingly une powder 
can be obtained from them. This 
powder is mixed with water to form 
a paste, which is kneaded, again mixed 
with water, dried, kneaded once more, 
and finally forced into suitable molds.

Futility of Drugs. 

The use of patent powders for head- 
ache, sieeplessness, nervous exhaustion, 
and similar difficulties has enormously 
(increased within the last few years, 
(writes Dr. Luther Gulick, in the 
World's Work. Taken in small doses 
and at rare intervals these much ad- 
_Vertised remedies do not seem to be 
‘injurious. But a person who gets into 
the way of using them soon gets out 
of the way of sticking to rare inter- 
vals. This is almost inevitable. As 
long as the powder will produce the 
result he wants, he is really forced to 
keep on using it, for the actual cause 
of the trouble has never been reached, 
and it keeps making more trouble for 
him and demanding attention. But 
after the drug has been used long 
enough for the system to become 
habituated to it, the effect grows less 
and less in proportion to the size of 
the dose. So the doses have to be in- 
creased. 

There is no drug that can be taken 
into the system regularly without 
working harm. Every drug a sec- 
ondary effect, as well as a primary 
one. The immediate effect Is all a man 
thinks of when he takes it; but the 
thinks of when he takes it; but the sec- 
ondary effect fellows just as inevitably. 
It is of an entirely different nature, and 
it is always bad. 
secondary effect of most of the coal- 
tar headache powders is to reduce the 
number of red corpuscles of the blood, 
whose business it is to carry oxygen 
to all parts of the body. 

Coal Tar’s Potentialities. 

The discoveries of the potentialties 
of coal tar have allowed of the pro- 
duction of the beautiful alizarine and 
aniline colors of today, and it has 
made them far cheaper than the old 
‘pigments. It is characteristic that 
while an Englishman made the dis- 
covery on which a great part of mod- 
ern chemical industry is based, none 
of his countrymen could be induced to 
take advantage of it.

Serious Situation Becoming 


Exactions of Laborites Grown 
to Be Intolerable. 


Taxpayers’ 
for United States. 


A London correspondent of the 
Boston Transcript under date of Aug. 
Ast, discusses at length the labor 
situation in England. He touches 
upon subjects which are of great 
present interest in the United States, 
and the letter is worthy of reproduc- 
ing entire. It follows: 

In America, by all accounts that 
come to London, the labor unions 
under Mr. Gompers’s lead are seeking 
to enter the congressional campaign 
as an organized and independent 
body, prepared to nominate their own 
candidates where there is a chance of 
electing them, or insistent that a 
nominee of a regular party shall bind 
himself to its principles and polices 
as the price of its support, Therein, 
say the English newspapers, prompted 
by their correspondents in New York 
and in Washington, lie the beginnings 
of a Labor party in the United States, 
more or less similar in aims and ac- 
tion to that already existing in Great 
Britian and represented by a numer- 
dus and influential group in the pres- 
ent House of Commons. They quote 
a “manifesto” of the new party as 
saying: “All observers agree that the 
campaign of our fellow-workmen ol 
Great Britian has had a wholesome 
effect upon the Government, as well 
as the interests of its wage-earners 
and the people generally of that coun- 
try. In the last British election, fifty- 
four trade unionists were elected 
to Parliament. If the British work- 
men with their limited franchise ac- 
complished so much, what may we in 
the United States not do with uni- 
versal suffrage?’ Englishmen smile 
as they read or write these things, 
for Mr. Gompers could hardly have 
chosen a more inopportune time to 
point his manifesto with the example 
of the Labor party in England. Last 
January, when it won its fafty-four 
seats in the Commons and bound 
many more Liberal members to it 
hand and foot as to certain measures, 
Mr. Gompers’s comparison. would 
have been more in place. Meanwhile 
public opinion in England has moved 
rapidly as to the Labor party, until 
in every quarter there are signs of 
rising resistance to it. “All observ- 
ers, it is now nearly safe to say, 
unless they are trade unionists 
“agree” to rather the contrary to Mr.

Nero paid later $200,000. . 

‘ During the voluptuous times of Solo- 
mon, Herod and the Roman Empire, 

the making of tapestries was encour- 

aged by the voluptuaries of the time. 

Subjects detailing the histories of the 

times were the favorites. And then 

the secret of the tapestry loom seems 

to have been lost, to be revived in more 

modern times. 

The oldest pieces of real tapestries in 
existence are the work of the twelfth 
century. Two are in the cathedral at 
Haberstadt, Germany, hanging above 
the choir. Hach are forty-three feet 
in length and three and one-half feet 
high. and represent scenes from the 
old Testament—Christ and the 
Twelve Aposties,” “St. George Killing 
the Dragon,” the portrait of an Em- 
peror, “Carolus Rex.” One well pre- 
served was in the Church of St. Gerven, 
Cologne. The canon of the church, di- 
viding it in three parts, sold it to the 
museums of Lyons, Nuremburg and 
South Kensington. These were the 
work of German tapisers. Likewise 
the work of the thirteenth century Is 
represented by that country in the 
Abbey of Quedlinberg, in a tapestry 
representing The Marriage of Mercury 
and Philology.” This was the work of 
women, the Abbess Agnes and the 
nuns in her charge.

find that they have half a dozen different spellings of the 
word.

Success is sought, 
not so much through hard work. or irreproachable meth- 
ods of procedure, but by illicit arts of trade deserving of 
severest moral censure.

Australia, in the shape of beds, tables, chairs and 
office furniture. There are, 
camps in Mexico and Central America chopping out ma- 
hogany for these factories, agents are stationed at Liv- 
erpool to buy up the best timber brought in from South 
America and Africa, for Grand Rapids, and there is 
seareely a hardwood section noted for its fine lumber 
which is not tributary to this point. During my stay 
at Panama last year 1 found that Grand Rapids men 
had taken out concessions for the best mahogany on the 
isthmus.

seems to have monopolized its specialty. It is more like 
one of the great fair cities of medieval times to which 
the merchants and buyers from all over Europe went 
to make their annual purchases. The most of 
such centers have long since disappeared, although in 
one or two of them fairs are still held. Leipsic has a 
fur market to which fur buyers from all parts of the 
world annually come, and also a book fair, which is 
largely attended. In the middle ages nearly all the trad- 
ing of England was done at fairs, and the same was 
true of France, Germany and Italy. The largest com- 
mercial fair of the world today is at Nijni Novgorod, in 
Russia. It lasts for about a month or six weeks and 
brings together buyers from Western Asia and Europe. 

The daily attendance at that fair numbers 200,000, and 
it is estimated that $200,000,000 changes hands at each of 
its annual sessions. Everything is at wholesale, and 
the single purchases are large. 

The furniture fairs at Grand Rapids are held twice 
a year, and the sales then run up into the millions. 


Exposition buildings have been constructed for them, 


and one of these is so large that its floors cover fifteen 
acres. Practically all the goods sold are from orders 
given at the fairs, and the factories spend large sums 
in preparing their exhibits. A single firm may spend 
$50,000 upon its samples, and all goods will be sold from 
the sample thus shown. 

Buyers from Everywhere. | 

The furniture sold here is not confined to Grand Rap- 
ids. The factories in other parts of the country rent 
space and send in samples so that the buyer has the 
furniture of the United States to choose from. 

The buyers come from everywhere, and they number 
hundreds. Many are representatives of wholesale 
houses, many purchase for department stores, and some 
represent big retail dealers. 

Not a few bring their families with them, making 
this the vacation tour of the year, and at such times 
the Grand Rapids hutels are full even to the cots in 
their hallways. The city then puts on its gayest cloth- 
ing. There are dinners and receptions night after night. 

The furniture-makers subscribe to an entertainment 
fund, and they give their customers automobile rides, 
parties at the country clubs and everything to keep 
them in a good humor. The time for these fairs is mid- 
winter and midsummer, the summer sales being devoted 
to furniture for the market for the following winter and 
the winter sales to the summer demand. 


Why Grand Rapids Is. 

I have often wondered why Grand Rapids should mo- 
nopolize, as it were, the furniture business of our coun- 
try. Here, in the heart of the United States, with a 
long railroad haul to each coast, and far away from the 
South is a city that does business with all the world. 


the greater part of them are carried many thousand 
miles. The city has some water power, but there 18 
no coal near by to give it cheap steam. It was once 
close to a hardwood region, but the greater part of 
the hardwood has been long since cut away, and never- 


theless the city grows and increases in its specialty 
year by year. In 1890 Grand Rapids had just about 60,- 
000 inhabitants. It has today more than 100,000, and 
its houses and factories are scattered over seventeen 
square miles. It has sixteen steam railroads, and its 
tramways, operated by electricity, have fifty miles of 
track. The public works of Grand Rapids are worth al- 
most $2,000,000, and its clearing-house business is more 
than $100,000,000 per annum. 


| Grand Rapids has 532 factories, employing over 20,000 
hands, with a daily pay roll of over $50,000. The most 
of the factories are devoted to furniture, and some of 
| them are enormous. During my stay I have gone 


through one of the largest, which makes the finest of 


beds, china closets, dining tables and sideboards. The 
factory turns out chamber suites which cost as much as 
62500, and it has made dining tables worth close to 
$1000. The most of the furniture is, of course, much 
cheaper, but all is of the highest grade, and such as you 
| will find in our better-class homes throughout the coun- 
try. 
A large part of the work of this establishment is 
done in mahogany. The wood is brovcht here in logs 
and sawed into boards. The boards ar: put away in 
kilns and roasted until every bit of moisture has gone 
out of them. They are then left under cover for a time 
in order to absorb enough moisture to be easily worked, 
and are then run through machine after machine to be 
trimmed and polished for furniture-making. A great 


deal of the manufacture is by hand, and many of the | 


laborers receive high wages. 

Without attempting to give the process in detail, I 
will mention one or two odd things I saw as I went 
through the works. 


| All Fine Purniture Veneered. 


One was that the finest furniture of today is veneered. 
We like to think that our mahogany is solid and we 
often talk of our solid mahogany dining tables, side- 
boards and bedroom sets. The truth is there is mighty 
little such stuff in the markets, and the veneered furni- 

ture is far more beautiful than any solid article could 
be. The reason is that in veneering a section of wood 
‘which has a beautiful grain can be so cut up into sheets 
that it will cover a large space. The sheets are just 
about as thick as one's big toe nafl. but one log may 
make several hundred of them, and when they are 
properly glued to cheaper woods the two are as solid 
as though they had grown together. The machinery 
here is such that skins of this fine wood can be fitted 
to furniture of every shape. It can be pasted around a 
column or follow the curves of an arm chair or the 
scroll-like roll of a bedstead. The mahogany is put 
on rough and is carved, smoothed and polished in such 
2 way that one could not but imagine that every piece 
is solid.

The splendid new Capitol has been constructed within 
the appropriation, and is the first public building enter- 
prise. of any magnitude in the history of this American 
commonwealth from which the grafters realized no illegal 
gains. The new building is a work that ranks with the 
best structures designed for a similar purpose the coun- 


try over. It is built of the best material, and money 


with a lavish hand has put on the beautiful decorations. 


The builders, wonderful to relate, made no effort to 
skimp any of the material called for in the specifica- | 
tions, or to ¢urnish inferior goods, and in many cases 


even put in a bit better stuff than was asked. 

Instead of having to ask for extra money to finish the 
building the contractors actually left a balance of $30,000, 
which the commission in charge of the enterprise has 
just turned back into the treasury of Pennsylvania. 

It will be remembered that the building of the New

The driver has no 
lines or guide rein of any description, merely checking 
or urging on his oxen with a long goad, usually a light 
stick of wood. 
Wagons, as mentioned previously, are of the roughest 
make. Their huge wooden wheels, uneven poles and 
general ungainly build mark them at once as objects of 
curiosity to the stranger. Often six, eight, or even ten 
oxen are yoked to a single two-wheeled cart. 


Plowing for the annual crops, such as corn, wheat and 
barley, is done in a manner that strikes a Yankee as 
“shiftiess.” The unwieldy plows, more often than not 
merely a crooked stick, make deep plowing almost an 
_ impossibility. 
is a sort of “cut and cover.” , 
| Irrigation is little understood and is not practised 
all except where water can be had by gravity flow. The 
idea of pumping water from beneath the ground (or irri- 
, gation appears preposterous, and this may well be so 
| when thousands of acres may be had where water, if de- 
| sired, can be obtained merely by cutting in sluiceways 
trom the streams. In the wells used for drinking water, 
the old-fashioned well-sweeps are used almost exclu- 
sively in the country districts, and present a picturesque 

feature. 

Agriculturally considered, there are three sections in 
the southern republic: the plateau district, the tropics, 
and the mountain slopes that connect these two. 


The plateau comprises nearly one-half of the country, 
is situated at an elevation of from 3000 to 10,000 feet, 
and is adapted to the raising of all manner of grains, 
| fruits and trees of the temperate zone. Its location in a 
_semi-tropic country is overcome by its great elevation 
above sea level. Where it is tillable, the soil is very 
rich and often supports two or three crops a year. Rains. 
however, are uncertain, little irrigation is carried on, 
and as a result, the farming is decidedly undeveloped. 
Great tracts are used for pasture land, some of the larg- 
est of the monster Mexican cattle ranges being located 
on this elevated plateau. The climate is universally dry 
| and healthful here, with moderate temperatures, usually 
cool or even chilly at nights. 

In the tropics is found the exact contrast to the pla- 


lteau district. Here the altitude is almost always slight. 


the weather is warm a great portion of the year, and the 
|} muggy dampness characteristic of the tropics prevails. 


Vegetation is luxuriant in its wild state, and cultivated | 


crops grow without effort. With such crops as corn 
and fruits, however, the farmers must wage a constant 
warfare with the birds and insects of all descriptions 
that prey upon the plantations. The abundance of ani- 
mal le makes it well-nigh impossible to escape entirely 
from their depredations. 
Perhaps the tropical district is most fascinating to a 
visitor on account of its marked difference from usual 


and ignorant. 


The fruits are a wonder in themselves, and may be 
bought at ridiculously low prices. There are bananas 
and cocoanuts and pineapples everywhere, of course: 
mangoes, both red and yellow, grow universally, as also 
does the mamey, a delicate fruit resembling the persim- 
mon in appearance and texture, without having its acrid 
taste. Then there is the papilla, or tree melon, a close 
relative of the pawpaw; the agua cote, known to us as 
the alligator pear, and delicious in salads; the plan- 
tains, the aguirre, a curious sort of fig, and the very nu- 
merous family of zapotes, from the tiny zapote chico to 
the zapote de domingo, as large as your head. 


Between these two districts of plateau and tropics is a 
sub-tropic region on the slopes and valley of the moun- 
tains that lead from the interior to the coastal tropic 
lands. This intervening strip of land is unquestionably 
the most desirable in Mexico for purely agricultural pur- 
poses, a fact which is being demonstrated by the way in 
which Americans are buying it up in large tracts and 
rapidly introducing modern methods of caring for it. 
This sub-tropic region produces almost every product 
entrusted to its soil. The temperature is wonderfully 
equable, there is no suspicion of frost, rains are copious 
without being damaging, river water is easily obtained 
| for irrigation, and the soil is rich and loamy. 


With the generally retarded methods of handling soil 
and crops it may be wondered how farming in Mexico 
jo be considered cheap. The explanation is simple— 

peon labor. Work by hand with this class of laborers 
is even cheaper than work by machinery, thus offering 
one explanation why improved machinery has not been 
introduced more extensively. The average peon ranch 
Wage is three or four reales per day, corresponding to 
| from 18 to 25 cents per day gold or United States cur- 
_rency. Boys and women receive one-third or one-ha!f 
the amount given to men. The hours are from sunrise 
to sunset. 


The peons themselves are unprogressive, superstitious 
Their wants are few, their pleasures com-

this regard, it must be said, are much better than they 


were only a few years ago, and under the present govern- 
ment are rapidly improving. : 

“Ranching in Mexico,” said an experienced American 
who had spent most of his life there, “depends on three 
things: Good land, plenty of water and plenty of cheap 
labor. Secure these, and you cannot help but make a 


big and paying success of it. If Americans tail to win 


the golden harvest in ranching here that they expected, 


| or were led to expect, it is simply because they ignore 


one of these three fundamental requirements.” 


He was right. And hundreds of Americans today are 
making fortunes off of the very land which improvident 
Mexican predecessors neglected through lack of ambition 
or through ignorance of practical farming. A big 
change is gradually coming over agricultural Mexico, and 
it may be only a few years when the hand sickle, the 
crooked stick for a plow and the lumbering wooden cart 


Indeed, the system most often followed 


will be a thing of the past in the republic. 


Certainly along this line lies the ultimate salvation of 
the Mexican people. The land is amply capable of pro- 
ducing enough for her underpaid and underfed millions 
of peons, but only a marked agricultural development 
can make possible such a production. In this connection 
the coming of the American rancher is proving an eye- 
opener to the Mexicans in every corner of the land, and 
it is only a question of a short time when the advanced. 
methods of the foreigner will be adopted and put in suc- 


cesaful operation by the natives. Then may be expected 
a development in farming worthy the natural endow- 
ments of the country and commensurate with her pre- 
eminence as a mineral country.

The first step to be taken by the citizen hankering 
for government office is the addressing of a postal card 
—not a letter—to the secretary of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, Washington, stating exactly the position 
wanted. The applicant will thereupon receive gratis a 
copy of the official “manual of examinations” and an 
application blank. 

If this is filled in and returned it will be received in 
the “application room” of the commission. Here it will 
be carefully scrutinized and in many cases returned be- 
cause of improper or insufficient information. If it is 
found acceptable a card admitting the applicant to the 


contest. Even incidental ciphering must be done 
upon the official paper provided by the exami- 
ners. The sheets of this will be carefully 
counted and every scrap must be finally returned 
with the questions. In fact, this paper will de 
guarded as closely as that issued to the printers of our 
paper money, and if a fraction of a sheet goes astray an 
investigation will be made by the examiners. Each 
competitor's answers to the questions will be sealed up 
in an envelope bearing a number, but his name will not 
be written anywhere in or upon this package. It will 


be sealed up in another envelope containing the same 


number, and the envelopes bearing the answers will be 
carefully sealed with the questions in one package, then 
delivered at the “question room” at the Washington 
headquarters. Another package containing the num- 
bered envelopes with the names inside will be received 
in a separate room and closely guarded by a trusted 
clerk until the questions shall have all been marked. 
Correcting Papers Is Careful Work. 
In the “question room” the seals on the questions and 
answers will be broken and the blank paper account of 
each examiner carefully checked up, to make sure that 
every sheet, either used or unused, has been returned. 
This having been ascertained, the questions will next 
be sent to the “issue room,” where they will be dis- 
_ tributed among the official correctors. The papers hav- 
ing first been arranged by sheets, Corrector A will be

A LITTLE ACCOUNT oF ITs WILD 
AND FuRRY DENIZENS.

None side of our garden there runs an old stone 
wall. It was built by farmer folk who lived a hun-

It is 
said that she has killed more “chucks” than any other 
two dogs in this county, and her former owner tells me 
that she has a record of thirty groundhogs in one sea- 
son. Still, her ambition is yet unrealized; she is most 
anxious to count the tenant of our old stone wall among 
her victims. She has paid him endless attention, and 
has tried all the skill and strategy which has proved 
fatal to so many other “chucks,” in vain. At first I 
used to call her off whenever I saw her besieging the old 
fellow, but very soon I began to feel that he was quite 
able to take care of himself. Wheneyer the dog is steal- 
ing sofjly through the grass toward the burrow, the old 
woodchuck seems to know all about it, and when the 
enemy makes her final charge, the old fellow drops into 
his burrow almost automatically, just in front of her 
nose. Nor does he appear alarmed. When the collie

They keep the 
woodchuck from getting lonesome and give the dog 
something to live for. 

On the far side of the wall, and at some distance from 
the woodchuck’s home, a chipmunk dwells in the 
ground. She is an exceedingly dainty little creature, 
and seems like a fairy when compared with the bulky old 
woodchuck. She is much busier, too, most of the time, 
for life presents a different problem to her. The wood- 
chuck makes no preparation for the winter, beyond car- 
rying a little grass into his burrow and stuffing himself 
with all the food he can eat. The chipmunk. on the 
other hand, must not only provide for present needs, but 
must lay up a great quantity of food to last her through 
the winter. Every day she comes on the wall, and often 
she runs down into our garden, so we have good oppor- 
tunities to see her at work. She is very fond of rasp- 
berries and other small fruits, and I fear that she has 
_ accounted for more than one brood of young birds which 
were hatched in the grass not far from her home. These 
and certain other foods, no doubt she classes as “perish- 
able,“ and eats immediately, before they can speil, re- 
serving such things as nuts, grain and grass seeds for 
winter use. Just now she is storing away apple seeds. 
She jumps down into the garden, gallops over to a tree 
whose fruit is ripe, and, selecting an apple from the 
ground, scampers back to the wall with it. There she 
| sits and bites the apple all to pieces, until she reaches 
_the core. Then she skillfully takes out the seeds, stuffs 
them into her cheek pouches, and scampers off to her 
| burrow, where she empties her mouth before returning 
| for another load. 


More dainty still are the deer mice, which live some- 
where in the crevices of the wall, but which we see less 
often. Now and then, while I am lying in the shadow of 
the wall, with a book. I hear a faint squeak, and look 
up to see the mischievous little whiskered face of a 
mouse looking at me from some crack or cranny, with 
a pair of large black eyes, which add much to the little 
creature’s beauty. If he comes out further, as he usu- 
ally does if I keep quiet, I see the rich yellowish brown 
kur of bis back, his snowy under parts, his delicate 
hte feet, and his long silky tail. He is a famous 
climber, and sometimes I see him making his way 
among the branches of some bush or tree in the garden. 
often twining his long tail about the twigs to steady 
himself. There was at least one family of these mice 
| born in the old stone wall last year, and I had hoped to 
see more of the beautiful creatures this spring and sum- 
mer. I have not done so, however, and perhaps I know 
one reason Why: two or three times last winter I saw 
a pair of white weasels winding in and out between the 
stones, and it is a clever mouse indeed that can live in 
the same wall with a weasel.

Hicuest RAILROAD On THIS Con- 7 
TINENT JUST COMPLETED.

HERE is a dizzy, thrilling time in store for the 

individual who travels over the new Argentine 

Central Railroad, which has just been completed in 
Colorado, and which climbs up ene of the shoulders of 
Gray’s Peak until it reaches the appalling altitude of | 
14,007 feet above sea level. 

Aside from a railroad in South America, which crosses 
an Andean pass some 500 feet higher than the end of the 
Argentine Central, this Colorado road is the highest 
actual railroad in the world. It is nearly as high as 
the world-famous cog road up Pike’s Peak, and is more 
than 400 feet higher than the celebrated Jungfrau Rall- 
road, in Switzerland, which is the marvel of European 
engineers. Gray’s Peak, whose grim top this new rail- 
road comes within 200 feet of scaling, is higher than 
Pike’s Peak, and is one of the mightiest mountains on 
this continent. Years ago it was used as a government 
weather observatory, and the ruined building is still on 
the peak. Adjoining Gray's Peak is Torrey’s. These 
giant peaks, of exactly the same height, are connected 
by a slightly depressed ridge, making a great saddle,

Mount McClellan, one of the 
shoulders of Gray’s Peak, rises some 2000 feet higher, 
and to scale it looks like a sheer impossibility. But 
the engine rushes at an 8-per-cent. grade, and the last 
ascent has begun. There are four switchbacks from the 
Commonwealth tunnel to the top of the mountain, and“ 
the grades will average nearly 8 per cent. This means 
that the train climbs eight feet out of every hundred it 
advances. In fact, the entire road, from Silver Plume 
to the mountain top, averages a 6-per-cent. grade, which 
is something hitherto unheard-of in railroad construc- 
tion. The curves, which are so numerous as to leave 
the impression that there is not a straight rail in the 
entire railroad, average 30 degrees. |

This new railroad to Cloudland is the result of the 
foresight and pluck of one man, E. J. Wilcox, one of 
Denver’s successful mining magnates. Six years ago 
Mr. Wilcox began buying up and developing mining prop- 
erties in the Gray’s Peak region. Soon he controlled a 
large number of properties under the names of the 
dorf and Manhattan groups. The problem of transport- 
ing ore was a serious one, and Mr. Wilcox began to fig- 
ure on à frailroad, connecting with the Colorado and 
Southern at Silver Plume, fifteen miles away. It is at 
Silver Plume that the Colorado and Southern makes the 
celebrated Georgetown loop, which will always be re- 
garded as one of the greatest feats of engineering in the 
world. Silver Plume is at the bottom of a canon, the 
mountains rising, almost sheer, to a tremendous height. 

In order to make this first dizzy ascent out of Silver 
Plume, Mr. Wilcox laid his tracks in a series of switch- 
backs. Thus the trains literally climb a flight of stairs 
until they reach the top of the valley overlooking Silver 


Plume. And at the top of this climb is one of the | 


sights ever vouchsafed to man. Clear Creek, 
straight below, is no more than a silver thread, and the 
houses of the mining camp of Silver Plume look like 
peanuts.

Pentstemons that grow on long curved stems. 


It is such a lonely piace that one is surprised to find 


the birds so shy. Perhaps it is of the man with the 


gun that the dove is complaining, with that mournful 
croon that harmonizes so with the still sunny day. 
There is no lack of twittering and caroling, but the 


songsters give the stranger one glance, and away they 


The rock through which the road is hewn is worth no- 
tice. It is a conglomerate, or pudding stone; and the 
plums in this very solid pudding are water-worn peb- 
bles, such as lie around on every shingle beach. They 

are cemented together by a mortar of compacted sand. 

There is no reason to doubt that these building ma- 
terials were deposited ages ago underneath some sea. 
The pebbles run in regular lines, you observe, but these 
are not horizontal, like bricks in a wall, but steeply in- 
clined. So the pebbles and sand, 
solidified under enormous pressure, must have been up- 
lifted by some earth-forming convulsion from the bed of 
the sea, and tilted into their present position. 


Such observations as these add interest to the ram- 
ble, and afford matter for comment on the return home. 
It is well to plan your walk over the coast hills so as 
to return by the sands. There you can best enjoy the 
most beautiful hour of a long summer day, the hour 
of sunset, when the western sky changes to primrose 
and turquoise-green and the purple of the hills deepens 
to the indigo of night. You are all a little tired and 
straggling, more disposed to smoke quietly than to talk; 
and the lap of the waves and the gentle touch of the 
cool evening breeze cheers both mind and body on the 
homeward trail.

Just out, one behind the other, the piers of the beach 
towns; the towns themselves look like dolls’ villages;

| Inland, over the pale, flat harvest fields, along dark lines 
of the gum groves, looms the hump-backed mountain 
of Santa Ana, and the clear-cut edge of the Sierra 
Madre.

PORTIONS OF MICHIGAN FAST UNDERGOING A 
REVERSION TO WILDERNESS. 


_ With conditions so uniformly and normally favor- 
able, it comes with a double shock to learn that the 
people of Michigan have permitted actually one-sixth 
of their splendid State to be abandoned to waste, a lit- 
eral reversion to the wilderness. The story of destruc- 
tion, the recent movement to restore value to this 
wasted area, and the peculiar obstacles, political as well 
as material, which are to be overcome, narrates a pic- 
turesque condition typically American and interesting in 
the extreme. It is described at length by Allan W. 
Benson in Appleton’s Magazine for September, from 
which we quote: 


“From Lake Michigan to Lake Huron and from the 
Straits of Mackinac almost to Grand Rapids, the lumber 
baron has swept through, with colossal stride, felling 
the forests that were a people's heritage. And after the 
lumber baron has e the periodical fire with sweep 
not less stupendous.| Only last May fifty square miles 
| were burned over. raggling hamlets were laid waste, 
hundreds were made homeless, and the young trees that 
a persistent nature was trying to force upon a careless 
State were burned to the roots again. 
| “Nature is tiring of this continuous indifference. In 
| spots the white sand is beginning to show through. On 
tracts of a thousand acres repeated fires have swept 
| away the tangled masses of dead limbs, underbrush, and 
blackened stumps that mark the landscape elsewhere. 
The soil is so bereft of vegetable matter by fire that trees 
will no longer seed themselves, and drifting sand tells 
the story of nature at last crushed down by mans in- 
| difference. 

“And yet nature is still ready to grow trees on this 
poorest part of Michigan if only she be given a little 
help and adequate protection against fire. The soil is 
not as poor as the people suppose. It will not raise 
wheat, but it will raise hemlock, cedar, pine, spruce, and 
poplar. And the people of Michigan need these forest 
products. For lack of them, cities and towns in the 
northern part of the lower peninsula are wasting away. 
In 1890 losco county had a population of 15,224. In 1900 
the Federal census recorded only 10,246 residents of the 
county. A third of the population had vanished in ten 
years, because the county had been stripped of its timber 
and nothing had been put in its place. Other counties 
have suffered as much. Nor has the loss been confined 
to a few counties, It has affected the whole State. In 
1890 $125,000,000 was invested in the lumbering industry 
of Miehigan. Today only a little more than $50,000,000 
of this capital is left. 

“There is many a ‘deserted village’ in Northern Mich- 
igan, and under the present policy of the State these 
| villages will never rise again. Meanwhile, the people

ROCK ROSES. 
A PLEA FoR Monk GENERAL USE IN 
PARKS AND GARDENS. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


HOSE who view the Rock Roses or Cistus in South- 

ern California for the first time marvel exceedingly 

that they do not find wider acceptance in our parks 
and gardens, for they are wonderfully adapted to the 
soils and climatic conditions on our hillsides. 
tive haunts, no soll is too poor or spot too hot and sunny 
for these generous, care-free lovers of sun and wind and 
rocky hillside. 

We have hundreds of acres of wind-swept, hilly land 
in our parks where the rock roses could be made to 
thrive and bloom in the genial warmth of our semi- 
tropic summer sun. In fact, the best way to grow them 
is to leave them to their own resources. They do not 
enjoy the coddling usually bestowed on the average gar- 
den plant. On the rocky, sunny, wind-swept hills of the 
Mediterranean region they may be seen in thickets of 
hundreds of acres, seeming to revel in the poorest soil, 
in the hottest exposure and under the poorest conditions 
to be found for plant life in general. They only ask that 
the soil be loose enough or the rocks sufficiently bro- 
ken so that the rootlets may be thrust down fairly deep 
into something terrestrial.

family (Rock Rose) or listed in scientific works as hell- 
anthemum. These need the same treatment as the Cis- 
tus proper. Some of these, planted in Singleton Court, 
Los Angeles, some years ago, speedily perished from too 
much water, though only so much was given as is gener- 
ally accorded groups of mixed shrubbery. No matter in 
what country they are grown, the best success is had 


where the plants are entirely neglected. The flowers of 


these plants range from white to yellow and down to 
deep crimson. Some are clear in color while others 
are blotched or spotted, usually at the base of each petal 


in the same manner as our Mariposa lilies. The foliage | 


runs from a hairy, silvery white through light green and 
on to the darkest emerald, and some have highly-colored 
branches. They surely are destined, at some future day, 
to be more extensively planted in this State. 


South African Watsonias. 


— — — 


The White Watsonia, from South Africa, is claimed by 
an English flower-show judge, to be “the whitest flower 
on earth,” and its purity of color certainly justifies the 
claim. The flowers sometimes measure 3% inches in di- 
ameter, and much resembles gladiolus, to which it is 
closely related. Unlike the gladioll, however, it 
branches profusely, often having 200 flowers from a sin- 
gle bulb. On account of its snowy whiteness, fine tex- 
ture and good lasting qualities, it is much in demand by 
florists. For the plant lover in the ordinary garden, it 
is proving to be the most satisfactory novelty introduced 
for many years, and though as yet little known, it is

The most common species is the narrow-leafed one 
(Cordyline australis), usually known as Dracena indi- | 
visa. This seems to be a tough, long-lived plant, — 
during many hardships with little loss in witality or ap- / 

| pearance. It grows larger than the other species, and in 

| its native country attains a height of forty feet. The 
| other species, Cordyline indivisa, usually known as the 
| broad-leafed dracena, may occasionally be found in our | 
plant depots under the name of Dracena australis, but its | 
dwarfed growth, shorter life and more exacting require- 
ments as regard soll and care have prevented its general 
planting, though it is by far the most handsome of the 
two. Unless the earth is banked about the stem in win- 
tet so that the roots may be kept comparatively dry, this 
latter species often perishes when young. 


Local Park Requirements. 


the park or a park system is perfectly adapted to 
one city, it will be found unsuitable for every other city 
in the world; also different sections of the same city 
have different park requirements. Park work at its best, 
never admits of repetition. It is a shortcoming of many 
landscape architects, which is not entirely confined to 
the lesser ones, that they do not solve their park prob- 
lems from the study of the community which the park 
is to serve, or from conditions surrounding it, but rather 
from their knowledge of parks elsewhere, and by what 
has been done in other cities. It is impossible for any 
two cities to be alike; so the park problems everywhere 
must differ. 

We have yet to learn how to estimate or measure cities, 
It has been too often the habit to measure cities by their 
size, as if the number of persons living under one mu- 
nicipal government was the thing of all things that de- 
termined a city’s value. There is an individuality of 
cities as distinct as the difference between races of man- 
kind, or between individuals. There is a provincialism 
of cities as well as a provincialism of the country, and 
the inhabitants of the different cities are as clearly dis- 
tinguishable as the Westerner from the Southerner. | 
There is a composite spirit in every community, be it 
city or country, made up of the feelings, the thoughts, 
and the acts of the people who live in them, made up 
their different personalities and of everything which in- 
fluences a person while within its borders. Every hu- 
man being living there contributes to that composite 
spirit, and in return draws that from it which influences 
him, which marks him as being one of them. Cities of 
the same type may differ widely, and cities of different 
kinds may have very little in common. 


Acacias for St 


There are more than 500 species of acacia, and all 
those here listed are natives of Australia. The family 
is represented in many countries. We have a few spe- 
cles in the United States. Of Acacia melanoxylon, one 
of our most common street trees, Von Mueller says: 
“The well-known Blackwood of our river flats and val- 
leys. In irrigated glens of deep soil, the tree will attain 
a height of eighty feet, with a stem several feet in di- 
ameter. The wood is most valuable for furniture, rall- 
way and ‘other carriages, boatbuilding, tool handles, 
crutches, some portions of organs and pianofortes, cas- 
kets, billiard tables, and numerous other purposes. The 
fine grained wood is cut into veneers. It takes a fine 
polish, and is almost equal to walnut. Our best wood 
for bending under steam, it does not warp or twist.” 


Acacia mollissima is the name by which the Black 
Wattle is known te the nursery trade. Our best Austra- 
lian botanists call it a variety of Acacia decurrens, the 
Green Wattle. It is a very hardy tree and is content 
with the poorest and driest soils, though in good soll it 
grows faster. The best Australian tree for yielding tan 
bark. It grows to 60 feet. 

Acacia dealbata is usually known as Silver Wattle, and 
resembles the foregoing species very closely. However, 
it frequents much damper soils and attains a height | 
of 150 feet. It is distinguished from the last mentioned 
by the silvery or ashy hue of the young growth, and ¢ur- 
ther by the fact that it blooms some time before the 
other species. It supplies a fine, hard, durable lumber 
much in demand by coopers. 

Acacia decurrens, the Green Wattle, is a handsome 
tree with a wood tough and firm, yet easily worked: 
useful for tool handles and staves. The so-called Aca- 
cla mollisima is a variety of this species. Prof. E. J. 
Wickeon says he considers the Green Wattle the finest 
street tree growing in Berkeley. 

Acacia cyanophylia, the Blue Wattle, is rather a large 
shrub or tree growing but twenty feet in height, yet 
making an elegant tree for narrow streets. The leaves 
are large and undulating and the whole tree shows a 
striking resemblance to a well-shaped, compact willow. 
Acacia floribunda of the trade is really Acacia neri- 


which are among the best for street purposes. They 
should be pruned for two or three years. 


Pruning Street Trees. 


Many different opinions will be heard as to the best 


Mecies of the New Zealand Cordylines are 
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method of pruning trees. A good pruner will have an 


ideal shape that he desires to bring about, and every 
cut with the saw or knife will be done with the know!- 
edge that it will bring forth certain results, all tending 
to produce a certain shape, which is in his mind and 
which represents his ideal. More commonly, however, 
it is generally considered that any one can prune a tree 
who can use a saw and feel steady on a ladder. 


In order to make the best-looking specimens, trees 
should, as a rule, be pruned very little after the first 
pruning when they are planted. The tendency to prune 
all trees alike regardless of the variety is a great mis- 
take. Every species of tree has its own peculiar shape, 
wherein lies much of its beauty. There will always be 
dead limbs and superfluous branches which should of 
course be removed. All cuts larger than one inch in di- 
ameter should be painted over with tar, or, if this is not 
obtainable, white lead or any paint will do. 

Our Older Parks. 

The city now has parks covering nearly 4000 acres. 
The oldest is the old Mexican Plaza, the smallest of all; 
but one that has seen more strange sights than any. other 
park in the country. Though business is moving away 
from it in the rapid growth of the city, it is still kept 
in good order; and its old palms, jacaranda and rubber 
trees, its beds of flowers and smooth lawns are still 
the same as of old. 

The next oldest is Central or Sixth Street Park, cover- 
ing only about eight acres near what is fast becoming 
the center of business. This is a mass of shade nearly 
all the year, the new deciduous trees being dormant but 
2 few weeks in midwinter, while flowers of many kinds 
ar always in bloom and the brightness of the grass never 
fades. This park, though small, is still the most fre- 
quented of all the city’s breathing places. 


Railroad Gardening. 


The materials applicable to railroad planting need to 
be hardy on account of the dusty and smoky conditions 
which they must endure. The short-lived flower patch 
is a poor and expensive apology for the vastly superior 
and less expensive perennial planting. Moreover, with 
the latter, the beauty of the scene is with us throughout 
the year. Heavy masses of a single species of plants 
are more effective than the mixing of individuals of 
several species. These single species masses are to be 
so placed that they easily blend and together make a 
harmonious whole. Charming seasonal effects may like- 
wise be produced.

SOME EXPERIENCES OF A WILD 
WESTERN WOMAN. 


By a Special Contributor. 
0 NE hears a great deal about the cheapness of liv- 


ing in the great European centers as compared with 


our own American cities, and one believes it, natu- | 


rally, until one has been abroad. It may have bben the 
case. a generation ago, that young artists and students 
could live there on “next to nothing.” and save money. 
Times have changed in Europe as well as in the United 
States, and rents and prices along with them. You can 
still live cheaply if you are determined to do so, in Lon- 
don, Paris, or Berlin, but you will have to practice a 
ezreat deal of self-denial] in order to do it, and submit to 
privations, discomfort, shabbiness and dirt that you 
would never endure at home. 


On the whole, it costs about as much—when all the 
separate items of fuel, light, service, laundry and bath- 
ing, are added to the total of food and rent for the 
month—for a decent existence in the large cities abroad, 
as it would in New York, Chicago, or Boston. In the 
Smaller towns and in the provinces it is less, excepting, 


of course, the fashionable summering or wintering local- | 


ities and resorts, where it is, if anything, even consid- 
erably more. | 

In London there are about three different ways of liv- 
ing (omitting the expensive hotels) from which the Bo- 
hemian tourist may choose. First are the boarding- 
houses, or “board-residence” places, modeled on the 
American plan, which abound in Bloomsbury, the so- 
called American quarter, with its central situation near 
the British Museum and other notable places and sights 
of the world’s metropolis. Living expenses at one of 
these houses will range from $7 to $10 a week for a 
single person, the accommodation for the first-named 


sum being nothing more than a hall bedroom, furnished 


in anything but luxurious style. 

The second method for the traveler with limited purse, 
is to take lodgings in one of the numerous “temperance 
hotels,” or other more humble but respectable. quarters, 
where the sum of three shillings, or 75 cents, is paid 
for bed and breakfast, by the night, or perhaps $4.50 by 
the week, for a plain room up three flights of stairs. 
The compensations of this plan are freedom to get your 
other meals wheresoever you please, or to lead the sim- 
ple life and save your money by not eating at all! 

The third, and by far the best, alternative for the Bo- 
hemian traveler is to rent a room in a private home in 
the suburbs, whose mistress will throw in her own per- 
sonal attendance, which includes cooking and crock- 
ery. with the price of her “bed sitting-room, or two 
Smaller apartments. This will be about ten shillings, or 
$2.50 per week, and you may do your own catering, or 
allow her to do it for you, paying merely the first cost 
of the food. 

Meals in the London restaurants vary from 15 cents 
for poached eggs on toast and a cup of tea at the many 
modest establishments known by the titles of The Brit- 
ish Tea Table“ and “The A*rated Bread Company” (ab- 
breviated to “A.B.C.") shops to the swell establishments 
and table @hOtes where as many dollars as you please 
or pounds—may be squandered on dainties and delica- 
cies from all over the world. At the chop houses, a 
shilling must be paid for a thick mutton chop, served on 
a not overciean marble table, without bread, butter, po- 
tatoes, or napkin. 

It takes some time to discover all these things for 
yourself, and in doing so, one has many amusing ad- 
ventures. Then, when you journey into the country, 
you have more, and quite different, experiences. |! 
was taking a little British tour, so-called because it was 
on a small and modest scale, and alighting from the 
railway carriage at the picturesque village of Rowsley, 
in Derbyshire, inquired for prices at the Peacock, a 
picturesque, ivy-covered inn with some handsome an- 
tique furniture and a historic reputation. For these ad 
vantages I should have to pay a sum by the day equa! 
to the rate at a first-class hotel in the heart of London 

So I went in search of “lodgings with attendance.” or 
board residence,” and soon found a two-storied cottage 
at which the same were offered.

WATER OF CONFINED FOWLS. 


CLEANLINESS A CONDITION OF HEALTH 
IN POULTRY. 


By Henry W. Kruckeberg.

A GREAT deal has been written and said about drink- 
yet often we find very impure water causing disaster 

to a flock. It is astonishing what different estimates d- 
ferent people put upon the conditions of water served 
fowls. Not long ago a veteran breeder went a long 
way, upon solicitation, to visit a poultry farm which 
was visited by a curious disease, reducing the numbers. 
He had been assured that all the conditions were for 
health—that no rotten vegetables or fruit were thrown 
the hens, no overdose of mash fed to same, that the 
drinking water was freshly supplied twice a day. The 
man, new in the business, had started with healthy 
stock, and his pens were well ventilated and draft 
proof, he felt confident. On the way out to the little 
farm the veteran was assured of the conditions that 
do make dor health. When he arrived the first thing 
he did was to examine the drinking vessels. They were 
not fountains but brown earth dishes. He stooped down 


and emptied the fresh water out of it and running his fin- 


gers over the inner sides of the dish pushed up quite a fur- 
row of jelly-like accumulation. The dishes were all 
scum inside and when a hen with a cold drank, and 
dropped fever germs, they at once stuck to the jelly, 
and waited to infect the pure water put in. That was 
all that ailed his business, but enough. He sincerely 
thought the dishes clean because clean water went into 
them twice a day. 
have shown as filth, but the brown did not show it up. 
Many a breeder of poor experience makes an estimate 
of purity in drinking water. Just consider how careful 
one ought to be about drinking from a glass at a public

ing accümulated shows on the glass. How readily dis- 
ease is carried in drinking glasses from one man to 
another by unseen medium! Then reflect how easily 
the drinking water of hens may become contaminated— 
when nothing foul is seen to accumulate. Hens are 
quite as susceptible to drinking disease as men. Every 
morning the drinking dishes should be washed out care- 
fully, and if a little sand is put on the wash rag, it will 
surely start any attempt at “jelly” forming. It is*impos- 
sible to keep the dishes too clean. The white earth ] 
dishes show green slime in a very few days if not 
treated to sand, and of course the brown ones have 
it. This slime readily damages the fresh water, and 
carries deadly germs. 

If one uses earth dishes do not scald them. The 
glaze of these dishes is not hard and a few scaldings 
crackle and the deadly germs can hide in the biscuit | 
beneath, and by a crack in the enamel or glaze easily | 
communicated with the fresh water. Earthen dishes | 
should be scrubbed and rinsed to be made clean. 

Because no hens are fl] should tempt no one to neg- 
lect the drinking dishes. Healthy saliva, which a well | 
hen may let fall in drinking, will become a deadly 
poison in twelve hours if exposed to elements of afr | 
and water.

John Bull Views Uncle Sam's Poultry.

T’. DWARD BROWN, secretary of the National Poultry 


Society of England, has only r°cently returned from a 


tour of investigation and observation covering the east- 
ern half of the United States, the results of which are to 
be embodied in a bulletin to be issued by his society. 
In the meantime, however, Mr. Brown has given a brief 
report of his conclusions to the poultry papers of his 
country, from copies of which that have come to hand 
we gain some idea of our weakness as well as strength 
within the realm of money-making poultry culture. 
In the pursuit of tis investigations, Mr Brown traveled 
something like 7000 miles, visiting about 75 of the large 
poultry plants situated east of the Mississippi River, 
besides many packing houses and the agricultural col- 
leges and experimental stations. As a result of this 
work he is quite certain that this country is far less 
advanced in all the essentials of successful breeding 
| than Great Britain. Indeed, he goes as far as to assert 
that many of the exclusive commercial (market) plants 
are of doubtful profit to their owners; that the more

successful plants are those catering to the trade for | 


pure breeding stock, show room specimens, and eggs 
for hatching and also the general market for table fowl 


and eggs: and finally, that many flocks which are ad- 


| juncts to fruit farming, market gardening, ete.. are a 
source of profit to their owners because kept at a min- 
imum of cost by consuming such material on the farm 
that but dor the hens would go to waste. In this ad- 
verse criticism, or rather free expression of what he 
regards as the facts, he also includes other considera-

Our table fow! which finds its 
way to the best trade (if we are to believe what visiting 
Ame Kan breetcis report re not bred “up” from chick 
to batcher shop along the careful lines observed in Eng- 
land; 
grading of eggs as well as their Inherent quality. Edu- 
cationally, it is Mr. Brown's opinion that his country 
offers better schooling to the novice who aims to make 
poultry culture a life work than we do, bu that in orig- 
inal work of an experimental character, we are easily 
in the lead. This is due to the excensive work done by 
the several agricultural colleges ani experimenta’ sta- 
tions. 

The writer ¢deels that it is a matter of regret that our 
distinguished visitor did not find opportunity to visit 
the country west of the Mississippi, and especially Call- 
foruja. In the Petaluma country he ce tainly would have 
found an advanced poultry culture calculated to make 
him take notice. A community sustaining a million head 
of poultry is certainly “going some” in the way of pro- 
ducing both eggs and market poultry of prime quality. 
Here he wold have learned something in the way of 
modern methods of marketing products calculated to 
convince one that poultry culture possesses a commercial |

From Pest to Profit. 
TURNING AUSTRALIAN RaBBIT 
TO ACCOUNT. 


Special Correspondence London Mail. 

Y¥ the trony of circumstance, just at the time when 
B Dr. Danysz, the famous French bacteriologist, has 

arrived in Sydney with his tubes of pasteurellas — 
mysterious microbes which he thinks will obliterate the 
rabbit pest im Australia by the spread of a contagious 
disease—the rabbit is becoming a valuable commercial 
asset. One exporter estimates that already it brings 
£2,000 000 year to the Commonwealth, but Mr. C. C. 
Lance, who was not long ago the commercial agent in 
London for New South Wales, prefers to put the figures 
at £1,500,000. 


The industry, it is to be remembered, is still in swad- 
dling clothes, but, judging from the development of the 
last few years, the million and a half of today should 
quickly grow into millions. There are immense possi- 
bilities ahead. But, of course, there is Dr. Danysz to be 
reckoned with. It is exceedingly doubtful, however, 
whether he will be permitted to proceed to any length 
with his experiments. Apart from the existing fear that 
he will set loose a disease which may be dangerous to 
human beings and to other forms of animal life, there is 
a strong deeling that, with the great and increasing de- 
mands for the carcases and skins of rabbits, the rodent 
will, in the ordinary course of events, cease to be a pest. 
And moreover, it is coming to be recognized that not 
only will the industry bring millions of pounds to Aus- 
tralia annually, but that it will afford profitable em- 
ployment to a vast army of men. For this reason, the 


Labor parties, Federal and State, are bitterly opposed 


to Dr. Danysz and his scheme. 
The Prosperous Rabbit Trapper. 


Already the pastoralists are complaining of a scarcity 
of rural labor. They are no longer able to obtain the 
services of able-bodied men for 10 shillings a week and 
their “tucker.” For rabbit-trapping has of a sudden be- 
come a remunerative profession, and it is characteris- 
tie of conditions here that within the last few days a 


rabbit trappers’ union has been formed. The freezing 


and export firms in Sydney and Melbourne are sending 
hundreds of men away into the country every week to 
districts where the local supply of trappers is insuffi- 
cient, and thus there is a steady absorption of the me- 
tropolitan unemployed. Likely applicants are provided 
with traps on time payment, and the new comers are 
placed at first beside experienced men, who teach them 
the routine. At Narrabri, Gunnedah, Tumut, Dubbo, and 
some other places, good trappers are earning, according 
to one authority, five pounds a week. Another authority 
puts it at “seventeen or eighteen shillings a day.”

There are twenty-four rabbits in a crate, and recent 
prices paid in London range from 158. 6d. to lis. per 
crate, according to the classes in which the carcases are 
graded by Government graders. Considerable consign- 
ments are sent regularly from Brisbane and Adelaide, 
and these, like those from Sydney and Melbourne, go to 
the United Kingdom, South Africa, Hongkong, Japan 
and the Philippines. It is to be noted that the exported 
carcases are inspected and graded under official super- 
vision. 


Profits in Skins. 


But the profit accruing from frozen carcases Is only a 
part of the whole profit. There is good money in canned 
rabbit, and this is a branch of the trade the prospects of 
which should be improved by the Chicago disclosures. 
The greatest return of all, however, is derived from the 
skins. Last year the value of the exported skins slightly 
exceeded that of the frozen carcases, and this will again 
be the case during the present year. Every week 130 to 
140 tons of skins are sold in Sydney and about 100 tons 
in Melbourne, and the prices have advanced 50 per cent. 
since January. The prices now are (rom twelvepence to 
fourteen pence a pound, and on an average seven skins 
go toa pound. The buyers come mostly from the United 
Kingdom and from America, but the hat manufacturers 
of Sydney and Melbourne are large purchasers. Just 
now 2,500,000 rabbit skins, representing an approximate 
value of £20,000, are weekly arriving in Sydney. 

So profitable, indeed, has become the skin industry 
that many trappers, especially those in the far-out dis- 
tricts, are devoting their attention entirely to it. By re- 
taining the skins and discarding the carcases they avoid 
the cost and risk of forwarding the latter hundreds of 
miles to cold storage. The effect of this is that exporters 
are often apt to be unable to get sufficient supplies of 
carcases. 

Of course an incidental, but important, advantage will 
be that the industry will serve to keep the rabbit pest 
under control. In fact, news comes from Carcoar this 
week to the effect that, owing to the activity of trappers, 
rabbits are, for the first time in the recollection of the 
oldest inhabitant, no longer a nuisance in that center. 
Another advantage will be that the British householder 
will have larger supplies, at a smaller cost, of a good, 
wholesome, palatable article of meat diet. The develop- 
ment should assist the realization of the cheap dinner 
table. H. P. LYNE.

_Conning and Cooking Tomatoes. 


| HE principal part of the nutritive quality of the 
tomato is contained in the juice, therefore the prac- 
| tice of drawing off the juice, in order to have more solid 
packed tomatoes in canning is to be condemned. 

The best way to can tomatoes is simply to pack them 
without peeling into wide-mouthed jars, half fill the 
jars with cold water: put the jars in a large sancepan, 
or the wash boiler, with water to reach half way up the 


| hour, take out the jars, fill them to overflowing with 
_bofling water, and seal. By this means you get all the 
value of the tomato. Should you have tomatoes left 
over after a meal, don't throw them away, but can them. 


Just a jar at a time will do after a meal, while you are 


washing your dishes, and in a remarkably short time 

you will have a goodly array for a “rainy day.” The

A blind man was making a tour of the New England 
coast on his vacation. In Maine, in the pretty village 
— Castine, a lady said as she waited with him at the 
pler: 

“What pleasure is there in travel for a blind man?” 

“More pleasure than you think,” he replied. “I enjoy 

this fine, invigorating wind from the sea as well as you 
do. The noise of the water is as pleasant to me as to 
vou, and the warmth of the sunshine is as agreeable. 
And when we get aboard the boat, do vou think 1 
, Shan't appreciate the swift sail seaward? 
“The blind are not so blind as the world imagines. 
When I walk the streets, I know the shops I am pass- 
ing by their odors. Meat, perfumes, tobacco, leather, 
flowers tell me as well as eyes would that a butcher’s, 
a tobacconist's, a shoemaker’s or a florist’s is near. 

“So it is in the country. A spicy smell tells me I am 
in a grove of pines. The sweet breath of new-mown 
| hay floats from the meadows, and in fancy I see the 
| haymakers. The wild blackberries have their pungent 
odor, and it is easy to know the presence of the wild 
honeysuckle. The lowing cows, the neigh of a horse, 
the bleating of sheep tell me the occupants of the field 
I pass, and the gurgle of water assures me that in that 
field there is a running brook. 


“Do you wonder how a blind man makes his way in a 
' crowded street? I will tell you. He walks fearlessly

FRIEND has sent the editor a pamphlet printed in 
English, French and German, entitled “Modern 
Phthisio-Genetic and Phthisio-Therapeutic Problems in 
Historical Illumination,“ by Prof E. von Behring, privy 
councilor. The mere title of the pamphlet is sufficien: 
to instill awe into the mind of a common “layman.” 
Prof. Behring, it may be remembered, is the sponsor 
for the latest widely advertised inoculation “cure” for 
consumption. In his pamphlet, he does not go nearly 80 
far as some of the enthusiastic writers in the press 
would have us believe.
